Ancient Coin 
President Wilson iPreparing Not* 


To Germany Which Will Be An- 
nounced Within Short Time- 
Said To Be Quite Firm. 


Washington, May 12.—Presi- 


dent Wilson i.s today preparing a 
note to Germany buttressing his 
earlier "strict 
accountability'' 


measure. 


Within twenty-four hours the 


American people will know the 
position of the American govern- 
ment on the matter. The issue of 
"peace or war'' may be decided 
in the cable \vhieh the president 
is to send to the German foreign 
office. 


There is every promise that the 


note will be firm in its defense and 
insistence upon American rights. 
The best opinion in Washington 
today inclined to the belief that 
Germany will be given the alter- 
native of a "yes or no" answer 
regardless the demands made in 
the note and that upon the reply 
which she makes hangs the issue 
of whether 
diplomatic relations 


will be severed. 
Should Ameri-1 


can diplomatic representatives to 
Germany be recalled and Count 
Von Bernstorff handed his pass- 
ports, it is recognized that it will

President is Firm 


Washington, May 12.—"The 


course of the president has been 
determined. It will be announced 
just so soon as it is proper 1o pub- 
lish the note now in preparation."

HORSESHOE CURRENCY. 


Curious Shaped Money In Use on th« 


West Coast of Africa. 


Among the strangest roins In the 


world are those used in certain out of 
the way towns and villages In south- 
west Nigeria, on the west coast of Af- 
rica, and called "maulllns." 


In shape they .resemble a horseshoe 


with the two extremities flattened out 
like a camel's foot 
Being made of 


solid copper, three-eighths of an inch 
thick, they weigh over eight ounces 
each. In "face value" seven of these 
queer coins are equivalent to one quar- 
ter, so that a dollar's worth would be 
an uncomfortably heavy Jond. 


Not only are these "manillas"' used 


among the natives." Init white traders 
accept them as legal tender for goods 
sold at the various stores. At one time 
this strangely shaped money had n«ite 
a circulation in certain parts of the 
coast, but its use is now restricted to 
a few bush towns nnd one or two of 
the smaller seaboard places, including 
Bonny, Brass and Aknssa. 


"Manilas" are now very difficult to 


obtain, and curio collectors value them 
not solely by reason of their scarcity, 
but because of the novel serviette rings 
they make when silver plated.—Wide 
World Magazine.
